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GREECE. 


The United States Consui at Athens, reports as follows :—“ From 
reliable sources, I have learned that the Athens 
Electric Power. and Pireus Railway Company must, according 
to conditions in its franchise, adopt electricity 
as the motive power for its trains within the next three years. 
This railway extends from the quay in Pireeus to the business centre 
of Athens, some 5 miles, three-fourths of a mile of the distance 
_ being through a tunnel! under a portion of the city. A Belgian 
company which owns and operates a steam tramway between 
Athens and Pireus, via Phaleron, also wishes to adopt electric 
power for its trains ; but how soon it desires to make the change 
has not been learned. Each undertaking has a very large passenger 
traffic, especially in the summer. A company in Athens has been 
trying to secure the contracts for fitting both with electric 
power. I have been informed that the president of the first- 
named company has gone to the Exposition at Paris to examine 
the electric contrivances on exhibition there and to endeavour to 
secure the best possible power for his railway.” 


MEXICO. 


According to H.M. Consul at Mexico City the principal machinery 

Machinery, &e houses of the State of Sonora are in Hermo- 

>  gillo, and deal in ore crushing and other plant 

necessary for the development of the mines 

and the reduction of the ore. The bulk of this class of goods, as 
well as of agricultural implements, are of American make. 

The importations by way of Nogales are mostly commodities 
exported from the United States. European produce entering 
Sonora by this route comes for the most part vid Galveston or 
New Orleans. 

Attention may be drawn to the fact that all the business in the 
Republic of Mexico is not confined to Mexico City, Vera Cruz, and 
Tampico, and that travellers should visit the smaller centres of 
distribution, and not confine themselves to the above-mentioned 
cities.

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THE STATE OF FOREIGN TRADE IN JUNE, 1900.* 


I—General Statement. 


The trade returns for June, 1900, show an increase as com- 
pared with the corresponding period of 1899 in the value of the 
Imports from foreign countries and British possessions, and in the 
Exports of British and Irish produce and manufactures, but a 


decrease in the Exports of foreign and Colonial merchandise. 


The Imports for June, 1900, were valued at 42,016,3071., 
as compared with 38,348,943/. for June, 1899, an increase of 
3,667 ,3641., or 9°5 per cent., and the Exports amounted in value . 
to 30,337,2191., as against 27,531,283]. in June, 1899—a net 
increase of 2,805,936/. The Exports of British and Irish produce 
and manufactures alone were valued at 24,895,335/. in June, 
1900, and 21,980,067/. in June, 1899—an increase of 2,915,2681., 
or 13:2 percent. The value of foreign and Colonial merchandise 


exported in June, 1900, shows a decrease as compared with 
June, 1899, of 109,5321., or 1-9 per cent. 


II.—Imports. 


The following table shows the value of the Imports for 
June, 1900, as compared with June, 1899, according to the

Articles of Food and Drink—There is a net increase in the 
value of corn imported of 467,530/. Wheat shows an increase 
of 1,027,400 ewts. in quantity and 344,519/. in value; wheat meal 
and flour of 554,948 ewts. in quantity and 282,983/. in value; 
oats of 300,890 cwts. in quantity and 68,6917. in value, and 
oatmeal of 16,950 ewts. in quantity and 7,310/. in value. On the 
other hand, the imports of barley show a decrease of 766,050 cwts. 
and 148, 4591. ; ; peas 38,190 ewts. and 7,558/.; beans 133,550 ewts. 
and 38, 1451. ; ; maize or Indian corn 621 ,600 ewts. and 13,6871. ;

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maize meal or Indian corn meal 84,130 ewts. and 15,724l.; and 
other kinds of corn and meal 54,493 cwts. and 14,4001. With 


‘regard to articles of food other than corn, the imports of salted 


beef and pork show a slight decrease in both quantity and value, 
but with these exceptions the imports of meat of all kinds, i.e., 


fresh beef, mutton and pork, rabbits (dead), bacon, hams, meat 


unenumerated salted or fresh, and meat preserved otherwise than 
by salting, show an increase in both quantity and value amounting 
in the aggregate to 172,444 cwts. and 613,4251. Dairy products 
such as butter and margarine, cheese and condensed milk have 
increased in-both quantity and value, and the imports of eggs show 
an increase of 374,544 great hundreds in quantity and 115,6141. in 
value. The imports of fruit show a net increase in value of 70,4121. 
Spices in general show an increase in both quantity and value, 
though unenumerated spices have decreased 145,233 Ibs. in 
quantity and 3,8771., in value. The imports of refined and un- 
refined sugar and sugar candy show an increase in quantity and 
value, but molasses and glucose a decrease. As regards articles of 
food and drink paying duty, cocoa, currants, raisins and brandy 
have increased in both quantity and value, but chicory, coffee, 


tea, rum and wine, have decreased in quantity and value. 


Metals.—'[he imports of copper of all kinds have increased 
2,113 tons in quantity and 105,786/. in value. Iron ore has de- 
creased 56,759 tons in quantity, but increased 22,628/. in value. 
The imports of lead, pig and sheet, and tin, in blocks, ingots, bars, 
and slabs have increased both in quantity and value, but pyrites of 
iron and copper and quicksilver show decreases. 

Raw Materials.—The imports of raw cotton show a decrease in 
June, 1909, as compared with June, 1899, of 150,246 cwts. in 
quantity, but an increase of 31,970/. in value. The imports of this 
article from Egypt show a decrease in quantity and value, but the 
amount imported from the United States was 362,182 ewts., valued 
at 872,451. in June, 1900, as compared with the larger amount of 
459,553 ewts., valued at only 779,747. in June, 1899. Sheep or 
lambs’ wool shows an increase of 2,710,074 lbs. in quantity, and 
207,4591. in value, and the imports of alpaca, vicuna, and llama 
and of goats’ wool also show increases in both quantity and value. 

The imports of hides and skins show an increase in value of 
449,392/., as compared with June, 1899. Caoutchouc, manures, 
wood and timber and tallow and stearine have also increased. 


III.—Exports of Home Produce. 


The following table shows the value of the exports of British and 
Irish produce and manufactures for the month ended 30th June, 
1900, as compared with a like period of 1899, and the increase or 
decrease in each principal category :—

Articles of Food and Drink—The articles in this category 
mostly show increases in June, 1900, as compared with June 1899, 
but herrings and salt have decreased in both quantity and value. 


Raw Materials—The exports of coal, coke, and fuel have 
increased 267,920 tons in quantity and 1,413,625/. in value. 
Wool, sheep and lambs’, has also increased in both quantity and 
value. 


Articles Manufactured and Partly Manufactured——The exports 
of cotton yarn in June, 1900, show a decrease of 5,528,100 lbs. 
in quantity, and 50,8211. in value, as compared with June, 1899. 
Cotton piece-goods have also decreased 65,709,700 yards in quantity 
and 65,0841. in value. Jute yarn has increased in both quantity 
and value, but jute piece-goods show a decrease of 2,641,800 yards 
in quantity and an increase of 22,5771. in value. Linen yarn, silk, 
thrown twist and yarn, and woollen and worsted yarn have all 
decreased both in quantity and value, whilst linen piece-goods show 
a decrease in quantity of 1,662,500 yards, but an increase in value 
of 19,6671. All kinds of woollen and worsted piece-goods have 
increased in both quantity and value, except wool damasks, tapestry, 
and other furniture stuffs, which show a slight decrease in value. 


Metals—Iron, unwrought and wrought, shows an increase of 
8,818 tons in quantity and 589,514/. in value, and telegraphic 
wires and apparatus of 20,1771. in value. Copper, unwrought and 
wrought, shows a decrease of 43,151 cwts. in quantity and 
162,4451. in value, and hardware shows an increase in quantity 
of 287 ecwts., and in value of 5,6771. Lead and brass have 
decreased in both quantity and value, but exports of other metals 
show increases. 


Machinery.—The exports of steam engines have decreased in 
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value 59,819/., and other descriptions of machinery show a decrease 
of 15,160. 


Ships, new.—The exports of ships, new, not registered as British, 
show an increase in number of 28, in tonnage of 2,499 tons, and 
in value of 1,189,7741. as compared with June, 1899. 


IV.—Trade for Six Months. 

The value of the imports into the United Kingdom for the six 
months ended 30th ult., as compared with a similar period of 1899, 
shows an increase of 18,920,123/., to be found chiefly under raw 
materials, both for textile manufactures and for sundry industries 
and manufactures, and manufactured articles. The exports for 
the six months ended 30th ult. of British and Irish produce 
and manufactures were valued at 144,376,7641., as against 
126,521,894. in a similar period of 1899—showing an increase of 
17,854,8701., chiefly due to larger shipments of raw materials, 
yarns and textile fabrics, and metals and articles manufactured 
therefrom (except machinery and ships). The exports of foreign 
and colonial merchandise for the same six months show a decrease 
of 86,2961. 


V.—Shipping. 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, durin 
June, 1900, amounted to 3,099,857 tons, and the tonnage aaa 
to 3,760,584 tons, as against 3,262,442 tons entered and 
3,902,567 tons cleared in June, 1899. With regard to the 
coasting trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during June, 
1900, amounted to 2,616,785 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 
2,593,127 tons, as against 2,690,898 tons entered, and 2,651,796 
tons cleared in June, 1899. 


VI—Shipping for Six Months. 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
the six months ended June, 1900, amounted to 16,941,144 tons, 
and the tonnage cleared to 21,597,965 tons, as against 17,265,734 
tons entered and 21,248,757 tons cleared in the six months ended 
June, 1899. With regard to the coasting trade, the tonnage 
entered with cargoes during the six months ended June, 1900, 
amounted to 15,309,227 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 15,159,263 
tons, as against 15,477,163 tons entered, and 15,270,276 tons 
cleared in the corresponding period of 1899, 
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H.M. Consul-General at Smyrna in his last report (Annual 
Series, 2,462) states that, notwithstanding the apparent disin- 
clination of British manufacturers to depart from their well- 
known aversion to produce inferior articles merely to satisfy local 
preference for cheap goods, and the general prudence shown in 
withholding indiscriminate credit, the British import trade with 
this important market has, as a whole, held its own, though there 
may be a backward tendency in some directions. 

The recommendations that have been made for some years past 
in Consular reports and recorded, in 1898, in a Parliamentary 
paper, need not be repeated here, but the following remarks on 
certain points suggest themselves as specially applicable to Smyrna 
and may, it is hoped, assist British manufacturers to counteract, 
to some extent, foreign competition. 

The comparative neglect to employ the services of experienced 
commercial travellers as a means of pushing British goods is 
proved, so far as this market is concerned, by the fact that out of 
an average of 700 commercial travellers visiting Smyrna annually, 
only 70 are British, whilst the German, French, Austrian, and 
Italian average over 100 each. 

It is possible that some of the foreigners represent British firms, 
but the bulk come for Continental establishments of all sorts. 

The only explanation that can be advanced for this seeming 
want of enterprise is that, the bulk of the import trade in the 
staple articles of British manufacture being in the hands of 
important local native firms of long standing who have their 
representatives in the United Kingdom, their knowledge of the 
requirements and the tastes of the local market, and through their 
native agents, those of the more remote markets, is greater than 
would be acquired by travelling agents, who would make little 
headway in the interior unless they could speak Greek or Turkish. 

In those branches of trade not represented by agents, and 
where a real desire exists on the part of manufacturers to adapt 
themselves to local tastes and requirements, periodical visits of 
travelling agents would undoubtedly be found remunerative, but 
a thorough knowledge of French and an abundant supply of 
samples are indispensable to success. 

The uselessness of circulating catalogues in English with 
English prices and measurements or weights, appears to be 
gradually appreciated, though still kept up to a certain extent. 

Experience at the Smyrna Consulate shows that applications for 
catalogues by would-be purchasers are few and far between, 
owing no doubt to their inability to read English or to understand 
the values. The principal language of the people directly or 
indirectly engaged in trade is Greek, but French is widely spoken 
in business circles, as it is taught in every school. At any rate 
price catalogues in the latter language would be of more use than 
English, and the quotation of prices, so as to include insurance,

freight, and packing, would be found a most useful help in 
securing local buyers. 

The practice of applying to the Consulate for names of local 
firms dealing in particular goods, or for information about special 
branches of trade, whether of export or import, or for names of 
persons suitable to act as agents, is followed to an appreciable 
degree by British houses with no connections in Smyrna, and is 
encouraged ; but, from the fact that the average of such applica- 
tions for the last three years has been only 36 per annum, it is 
evident that this course is not as generally followed as might 
be expected from the amount ot business there is to be done 
with that market. The undoubted utility of having representa- 
tives who would collect orders and receive payments there instead 
of obliging local purchasers to buy and pay in the United Kingdom, 
is also overlooked to a great extent. 

Though the policy of granting fair terms of credit adopted by 
some of our competitors, especially Germans and Austrians, is not 
to be altogether discouraged in view of the keen competition 
going on, it is advisable that reasonable precautions should be 
taken to ascertain the standing of unknown customers. The 
principal financial establishments at Smyrna have always shown 
willingness to afford the necessary information when applied to by 
“bona fide” business firms. Besides which, there is the British 
Chamber of Commerce at Constantinople, with its correspondent 
at Smyrna, to whom application can also be made if necessary. 

The mode of payment for goods supplied, where no special 
agreement exists, depends, of course, on the nature of each article. 
The usual mode is either payment on receipt of bill of lading, or 
on delivery and inspection of goods, in which case a discount of 1 
to 6 per cent. is allowed, or else by bill or bills acceptable against 
receipt of bill of lading, or on delivery and inspection of goods, 
and payable at from one to nine months after acceptance. 

In connection with this mode of payment it must be remarked 
that, in the case of payment or acceptance of bill after delivery and 
inspection of goods, this inspection does not take place at the 
Custom House, but in the purchaser’s warehouse, where the goods 
may have been lying several days without any guarantee, except 
the customer’s honesty, that they had not been tampered with. 

Under these circumstances the terms that appear advisable, 
where satisfactory information as to a purchaser’s business morality 
has not been forthcoming, and where the granting of reasonable 
credit is demanded, is payment by bill or bills acceptable on 
receipt of bill of lading, to be forwarded to a local bank for 
delivery to purchaser on acceptance by him of bill or bills, which 
would be left at bank till maturity for further action, the bank 
charging a small commission for its services. 

This hint has been suggested by the numerous applications

(there were over 20 in 1899) received at the Consulate from 
British firms for advice and assistance in connection with the 
recovery of debts (in one case amounting to nearly 1,000/.), and 
which during the last three years have shown a tendency to 
increase rather than to diminish, not to mention the many other 
similar cases that undoubtedly must have arisen, but where the 
disinclination to incur possible legal expenses have deterred 
creditors from attempting to recover amounts due from probably 
insolvent debtors. 

As the defaulters appear, with very few exceptions, to be 
natives, and, therefore, not amenable to the jurisdiction of a 
British Consular Court, the choice of the legal practitioner into 
whose hands the creditor’s interests are placed is a matter for 
precaution, 

There can be no doubt that, were it not for the barefaced 
imitation of British designs and trade marks, our competitors 
would not find it so easy to oust certain classes of goods that have 
acquired a preponderant position in this country. Recent successful 
legal proceedings in two or three cases in local courts, in connec- 
tion with trade marks, will no doubt act as a deterrent for the 
future in the line specially affected, whilst, as has already been 
visible in some articles, a reversion to higher class of British goods 
may be expected to gradually take place. 

The Custom House at Smyrna, the most important in ‘Turkey 
after that of Constantinople, proved itself, in the autumn of 1897, 
altogether incapable of coping with the steadily increasing trade 
of the place, and a state of utter chaos obtained during the busy 
months of that year, causing serious delays and consequent losses 
to all concerned, necessitating intervention in official quarters with 
a view to removing the difficulties under which the shipping and 
trading communities suffered. 

The confusion was shown to have been due (1) to defects of a 
purely administrative character, (2) to insufficiency of space, and 
(3) to the lack of sufficient clerks and porters. 

Certain measures of a provisional nature were then adopted, but, 
if there have since been no serious complaints on the score of delay, 
the permanent efficacy of these measures is doubtful in view of 
the steady annual increase of both imports and exports and the 
remedies demanded on behalf of the interest involved will have to 
be adopted sooner or later. 

In addition to this, importers are continually subjected to minor 
Customs regulations of a vexatious nature, for the enactment of 
which the Customs Department, though not primarily responsible, 
is inclined to interpret their execution narrowmindedly, and create 
endless trouble and annoyance. 

An application, made and reiterated by the Smyrna Consulate, for 
a complete list of all articles of import subject to any special for- 
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mality or prohibition, having remained unnoticed, the following 
notes, based on some of the multitudinous cases dealt with may 
be of some use as a warning to importers. 

The outbreak of the plague in India was the cause of various 
prophylactic measures by the Health Board, but the only remaining 
one that is sufficiently important to British trade is that affecting 
the importation of jute bags. If manufactured in the United 
Kingdom, and no suspicion is raised as to their coming from any 
infected district, they are admitted free, whether old or new. But 
if of British Indian manufacture, and transhipped at a British or 
Mediterranean port, they, whether new or old, must be accom- 
panied by the certificate of a competent Customs, sanitary, or other 
local official of such port, testifying to their having been disin- 
fected or transhipped in free pratique. 

The failure to comply strictly with this requirement has been the 
source of much vexation. 

The interdiction of 1881 against the entry of ham, bacon, 
sausages, and lard from the United States, after being allowed to 
lie in abeyance for some years, was suddenly resuscitated in 1897 
without notice, and is still enforced. It is consequently necessary 
that consignments of such goods from the United Kingdom should 
be accompanied by a certificate of British origin, legalised by a 
Turkish Consul in the United Kingdom, or, in the absence of such 
official, by the mayor or the local sanitary officer. 

Pharmaceutical products, and medicinal substances in general, 
are the object of vigorous examination, and any article that can 
in the remotest way be connected with any kind of explosive is 
confiscated, while a more or less arbitrary elimination of patent: 
medicines is enforced. Pending an issue to the efforts being 
made to remove these obstacles, intending importers, when not 
specially instructed by their correspondents here, would be wise 
to ascertain whether any of their goods intended for shipment to 
this market are liable to be stopped. 

The entry of rifles and revolvers and loaded cartridges is strictly 
prohibited, and it is only quite recently that shot-guns and their 
appurtenances, such as percussion caps, as well as fancy arms, were 
allowed in. 

Travellers carrying revolvers are subjected to great annoyance 
owing to their ignorance of this prohibition. 

Any article that can in any way be connected with telegraphy 
is prohibited, even the ordinary cells used for batteries of electric 
bells. ‘The elaborate electrical appliances of the surgeon of an im- 
portant hospital have been rendered useless owing to the Customs 
passing all the appliances with the exception of the cells, which 
they have stopped because they resemble similar articles used in 
the telegraph office. Another person bringing a small quantity of 
telegraph wire to be fitted up as a lightning conductor over his 
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factory, was obliged to re-ship the same, as it was similar to the 
telegraph wires in use. 

The importation of tobacco, salt, and gunpowder by private 
individuals is strictly forbidden. 

Whether entering with other goods, or with travellers’ luggage, 
all books are seized and submitted to a rigorous censorship. If 
the slighest allusion to matters considered objectionable on poli- 
tical or religious grounds is discovered, they are confiscated, if 
obliteration or removal of the displeasing pages is considered 
insufficient. 

All foreign newspapers, being under a more or less permanent 
ban, are simply confiscated, and seldom returned to the owner, 
who generally finds the trouble of recovering them greater than 
their worth. 

Trade advertisements must be carefully worded and illustrated 
so as not to hurt the sensitiveness of the censor’s religious or 
patriotic susceptibilities. 

For similar reasons, great care must be taken in the choice of 
trade-marks and designs. Portraits of persons are considered 
most objectionable. The most recent case in point was when a 
large native importer of Manchester goods had the idea of adopting 
his own likeness as a tiade-mark, and a large consignment arriving 
here with his likeness pasted on each roll, he was compelled to 
submit to the delay caused by the necessity of removing the 
portraits before the goods were cleared. The objection in this 
case could only be accounted for by the supposition that a fear was 
entertained that this enterprising tradesman might be aiming at 
popularity amongst a certain portion of the Sultan’s subjects, of 
which he was a member, with views subversive to established 
order. 

Somewhat similar reasons caused the stoppage of a parcel of 
handkerchiefs printed with the likeness of personages of whose 
existence it is apparently considered undesirable to remind natives 
of this part of the Empire. 

Another case was that of some small tables of Oriental pattern, 
the entry of which was prevented because the name of the 
Almighty was carved on them, together with certain profound 
theological sayings which it was thought unwise to propagate. 

But the climax of Customs vexations was reached last summer 
when the suspicion and over-zeal of the officers required that the 
plate forming the door of a safe should be unscrewed on the chance 
of discovering arms or ammunition stowed away in the empty 
spaces.

Seah Duty ~ published in “ Les Débats” of the 3rd inst., to 


no the effect that the negotiations, which, since the 
Brasilien Coffee. a4 of last year, have been carried on between 
the French and Brazilian Governments with regard to the French 
import duty on Brazilian coffee, have resulted in the conclusion of 
a modus vivendt. 

It has been agreed between the two Governments that the 
French import duty on coffee shall be reduced from 156 frs. to 
136 frs. per 100 kilogrammes, and that in consideration of this 
reduction French goods imported into Brazil shall continue to be 
subject to the Brazilian Minimum Tariff. 

This modus vivendi is not to terminate until six months after it 
has been denounced by either of the contracting parties.

: published by the Treasury Department at 
Washington for the guidance of United States Customs officers :— 

Durham, North Carolina, constituted a port of delivery—An Act 
of Congress ,approved the 22nd May last, has constituted Durham, 
North Carolina, a port of delivery in the Customs Collection 
District of Pamlico, and the privileges of Sec. 7 of the Act of 
Congress, approved the 10th J une, 1880, governing the immediate 
transportation of dutiable merchandise without appraisement, have 
been extended to the said port. 

Oil of icthyol.—Oil of icthyol is to be free of duty under para- 
graph 626 of the Tariff. 

Sun-bleached heads or stems of wheat or straw.—Stems or heads 
of wheat or straw, sun-bleached, intended for funeral decorations, 
and not dressed or manufactured in any manner, are not dutiable 
either as ornamental grains, under paragraph 425 of the Tariff, or 
as “ natural flowers . . «preserved or fresh, suitable for de- 

corative purposes,” under paragraph 251; but are free of duty 
under the provision in paragraph 566 for “ textile grasses or 
fibrous vegetable substances, not dressed nor manufactured in any 
manner, and not specially provided for.” 

Lace braid.—Fancy articles of vegetable fibre, consisting of a 
succession of oblong, oval, or elliptical openwork forms, with 
purled edges, each about half an inch long and a quarter of an inch 
wide, connected by threads drawn in the form of a cord, and which 
are used chiefly in 1..:.king so-called “ Renaissance tidies,” or other 
lace articles, and in trimming garments, &c., are dutiable under 
the specific provisions for laces, lace articles, trimmings, and braids 
in paragraph 339 of the Tariff, at the rate of 60 per cent. ad valorem. 

Lace articles—Table covers, wrought in various fancy designs, 
of white vegetable fibre thread or cord, with crochet hook and 
needle, belong to the class of articles long known in commerce as 
lace table covers, and are dutiable at the rate of 60 per cent. 
ad valorem under paragraph 339 of the Tariff. 

Clocked and embroidered hosiery.—1. Cotton hosiery, having a 
number of fancy perpendicular narrow stripes in various coloured 
threads, woven or stitched therein with a sewing machine or similar 
means, and which resemble embroidery, is not in fact embroidered. 
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2. Hosiery which has embroidered thereon with a needle on 
either side a single fancy stripe in various coloured threads, ter- 
minating at the top in an arrow point or similar design and 
separating toward the heel and toe, is “clocked” within the 
meaning of the Tariff Act. 

All these articles, being composed of cotton or other vegetable 
fibre and selvaged, fashioned, narrowed, &c., are dutiable at the 
compound rates provided in paragraph 318 of the Tariff, and not 
at the rate of 60 per cent. ad valorem as ‘‘embroidered wearing 
apparel ” under paragraph 339. 

Nutgall extract.—Extract of nutgalls, or an aqueous solution 
consisting of the ground excrescence known as nutgalls and water, 
is dutiable at one-fourth of a cent per pound and 10 per cent. ad 
valorem either directly under the provisions in paragraph 20 of the 
Tariff as ‘‘ excrescences” or “nutgalls . . . advanced in value 
“ or condition by refining, grinding, or other process,” or as being 
similar thereto under section 7 of the Tariff Act. 


UNITED STATES-—PORTUGAL. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt of a copy of a Circular issued by 
the United States Treasury Department on the

Commercial Arrangement between the United 
Semen States and Portugal concluded in accordance 


with the powers granted to the President of 
the United States under Section 3 of the United States Tariff Act. 

The following are the principal provisions of the Convention, 
which has been ratified by the King of Portugal and put into 
force by Proclamation of the President of the United States, 
dated the 12th ult. :— 

Article 1.—** Upon the following articles of commerce being the 
*“ product of the soil or industry of Portugal or of the Azores and 
** Madeira Islands imported into the United States the present 
“‘ rates of duty shall be reduced and shall hereafter be as follows, 
namely :— 

“ Upon argols, or crude tartar, or wine lees, five per centum 
“ad valorem. 

“Upon still wines in casks, 35 cents per gallon; in bottles, 
“ per case of one dozen bottles, containing each not more than one 
“ quart and more than one pint, or 24 bottles containing not more 
“than one pint, 1 dollar and 25 cents per case; and any excess 
“ beyond these quantities found in such bottles shall be subject 
“to a duty of 4 cents per pint or fractional part thereof, but no 
“ separate or additional duty shall be assessed upon the bottles. 

‘* Upon sparkling wines, in bottles containing not more than 
“one quart and more than one pint, 6 dollars per dozen; 
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‘“‘ containing not more than one pint each and more than one half- 
“ pint, 3 dollars per dozen; containing one-half pint each or 
“Jess, 1 dollar and 50 cents per dozen; in bottles or other 
“ vessels containing more than one quart each, in addition to 6 
‘dollars per dozen bottles, on the quantities in excess of one 
“ quart, at the rate of 1 dollar and 90 cents per gallon. 

‘Upon brandies or other spirits manufactured or distilled from 
“ grain or other materials, whether the product of Portugal or of 
“the Portuguese possessions, 1 dollar and 75 cents per proof 
gallon. 

“ Upon paintings in oil or water colours, pastels, pen and ink 
“ drawings and statuary, 15 per cent. ad valorem. 

Article 2.—‘‘ Reciprocally and in consideration of the preceding 
*‘ concessions, upon the following articles of commerce being the 
“ products of the soil or industry of the United States imported 
“into the Kingdom of Portugal and the Azores and Madeira 
“ Islands, the rates of duty shall be as low as those accorded to any 
“ other country (Spain and Brazil being excepted from this pro- 
“ vision), namely:— 

“ Tariff No. 325.—Flour of cereals, except wheat. 

“ Tariff No. 326.—Maize in the grain. 

“ Tariff No. 327.—Wheat in the grain. 

“ Tariff No. 354.— Lard and grease. 

“ Tariff Nos. 97, 98, and 99.—Mineral oils and their products 
“ not elsewhere specified in the Tariff. 

“ Tariff No, 373.—Reaping, mowing and thrashing machines, 
“ machines for compressing hay and straw, steam ploughs, and 
“ separate parts of these machines, and plough shares. 

“ Tariff No. $86.— Instruments, implements and tools for the 
“arts, manufactures, agriculture, and gardening. 

“ Upon the following articles the duties shall not exceed the 
“ rates hereinafter stated, namely :— 

3 Upon the foregoing machines and articles described in No. 
373, 5 reis per kilogramme. 

. ~ the instruments, implements, and tools described above 
“in No. 386, for use in agriculture and gardening, 60 reis per 
“ kilogramme. 

“ Upon lighter mineral oils for illuminating purposes (density 
“ of 0°780 up to 0°820, point of ignition frem 37° up to 49°), 
** 46 reis per litre. 

“ Upon medium mineral oils (density above 0°820 and up to 
“ 0-860, point of ignition from 50° up to 150°), 52 reis per 
“ kilogramme. 

" Upon tar and mineral pitch, 10 reis per ton. 

Article 3.—“ It is mutually understood that His Most Faithful 
“« Majesty’s Government reserves the right, after three months’ 
“ prior notification to the United States Government of its intention

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* to do so, to arrest the operation of this Convention in case the 
** United States shall hereafter impose a duty upon crude cork or 
“ coffee being the product of Portugal or of the Portuguese 
** Possessions, or shall give less favourable treatment to the 
‘following articles being the product of Portugal or of her 
* Possessions than that accorded to the like articles being the 
“ product of any other country not under the control of the United

eens Salvador, enacting new regulations with regard 

to Consular Invoices for goods shipped to that Republic. The 
following is the translation :— 

“« The National Legislative Assembly of the Republic of Salvador, 
‘“‘ considering that, in order to avoid the smuggling of foreign 
“ goods, to give greater facilities to commerce, and to improve the 
“ consular service of the Republic, it is advisable to reform the 
“ existing law regarding consular invoices, therefore decrees : 

* Article 1.—Any person who ships articles of commerce to this 
“ Republic from a foreign country, even when they may be free of 
“duty, must draw up an invoice in quadruplicate for the goods 
“ that constitute his shipment to each separate consignee. ‘I'hese 
“ invoices must be written in Spanish and contain : 

“ (a) The name and address of the shipper, the name of the vessel 
“in which the goods are shipped, the name of the captain, the port 
“ of destination, the name of the person to whom the goods are 
“ consigned and that of the person by whose order and on whose 
“ account they are shipped. 

«()) The mark and number of each package. 

“ (c) The kind of package (sack, case, or bale, &c.). 

“ (d) The gross weight of each package in kilogrammes, with 
‘the exception of machinery, lumber, and iron, the weight and 
‘* price of which may be stated in round figures, 
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“(e) The name of the article or articles contained in. each 
“‘ package and the place whence they are shipped. 

* “(f) The value of the goods in the currency of the country 
“ from which they are shipped. 

“*(g) When wines or liquors are shipped, the alcoholic strength 
“ must be shown. 

“ Article 2.—The Consuls will not accept the invoices which 
“‘ show interlineations, corrections, erasures, or blots, unless these 
“ are noted at the foot by the shipper, and in such case he must 
“pay a fine of 1 peso for each instance in which these defects 
occur. 

“ Article 3.—Two or more packages with the same mark, the same 
“ number, or with the same mark and number, must not be 
** shown on the same invoice, with tke exception of iron in any 
* form (not packed), building lumber in bulk, and machinery : 
“ neither must goods for two or more persons be shown on the 
“ same invoice. 

“ Article 4.—With the understanding that the consular invoice 
“has a legal value in any legal proceedings or judgments that 
** may take place, the shipper of the goods must make, at the foot 
“of each invoice, a declaration in the following form, filled in 
“ writing: [Name] swears and declares upon his word of honour 
“ that above invoice, consisting of page , including 
“ packages, with a total weight of kilogrammes, and total 
“ value of [here the currency of the country from which the goods 
“ are shipped]; that the mark and number of each package, the 
“ weight and contents of the same, and the stated values are 
“ correct and conform to the entries in our books; and that the 
“sum at which they are insured is 

* Article 5.—Consuls will only certify invoices for the merchants 
“ or manufacturers who, either personally or through the medium 
“of a legal representative, sign the sworn declaration relating to 
* goods bought or furnished by such merchants or manufacturers. 

“Consuls must refrain entirely, under pain of removal from 
** office, from certifying invoices for parties who are simply shipping 
“agents of others, the fundamental object of the present law 
“being to avoid deception as far as possible and to assure the 
“ truthfulness of the said declaration, which must be signed only by 
“the traders engaged in legitimate business with Salvador, they 
“ being the purchasers or suppliers of the goods to be shipped. 

“ Article 6.—A false declaration in regard to the weight, contents, 
“‘ names, or prices of the goods, or any other particular prescribed 
“ by the present law, also the failure to comply with the conditions 
“ required by Article 3, shall be punishable according tolaw. False 
“ declaration in regard to the amount of insurance shall be 
“ punished by confiscation.

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“ Article 7.—The Consul will put the seal of the consulate on 
“ each page of the invoice, and at the foot of the last page he will 
“ certify in the following form : ‘ I hereby certify that the preceding 
“invoice was presented to me by ——————, who placed his 
“ signature at the foot of the sworn declaration which precedes this 
“ certificate, and that the shippers are engaged in business at this 
“ place.’ 

** When there is no consular agent of this Republic at the place

(3) That from the 25rd April last, extract of campéche, boric 
acid, and borax or extract of soda, were to be included in Class 3 
of the Tariff, dutiable at the rate of 30 centavos per kilogramme. 
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BRITISH GUIANA. 
The following Ordinance (No. 17 of 1900), to a ag - 
amend the law relating to certain fees payable 
— in the ports and of British Guiana, 
” has been published in the “ Official Gazette ” 
of that Colony for 30th May last :— 

Be it enacted by the Governor of British Guiana, with the advice 
and consent of the Court of Policy thereof, as follows :— 

1. This Ordinance may be cited as the Fees on Shipping 
Ordinance, 1900. 

2. Subject to the provisions of section 4 of this Ordinance the 
master of any vessel entering or clearing at or from any port of 
the Colony shall pay at the Treasury for the public use of the 
Colony, the following fees :—

3. (1) The master of every vessel arriving from beyond the 
limits of the Colony and coming within the limits of the harbour 
of Georgetown, whether or not such vessel has entered at any other 
port or harbour of the Colony, shall pay at the Treasury, for the 
public use of the Colony, the Harbour Master’s Office fee at the rate of 
two anda half cents for each ton of such vessel’s registered tonnage. 

(2) As soon as the Harbour Master at the port of New 
Amsterdam ceases to be entitled to retain the Harbour Master’s 
Office fees at that port for his own use, the preceding sub-section 
shall apply to that port, and Ordinance No. 2 of 1837 shall cease 
to be in force. 

4, (1) The following vessels shall be exempt from the payment 
of every fee prescribed by this Ordinance, or by Ordinance No. 2 _ 
of 1837, that is to say— 

(a) Vessels belonging to Her Majesty or to any Foreign 
Government recognised by Her Majesty ; 

(1) Steam vessels of the Royal Mail Steam Packet Company 
carrying mails ; 

(c) Steam vessels of the Compagnie General Transatlantique 
carrying mails, so long as the said steam vessels call and leave at 
fixed dates ; 

(d) Dutch mail vessels of or employed by the Dutch Government ; 

(ec) Steam vessels of the Kéninklijke West-Indische Mail Dienst 
carrying mails, so long as the said steam vessels are subsidised by 
the Dutch Government, and call and leave at fixed dates ; and 

(f) Any vessels exempted from payment of the said fees by 
Resolution of the Governor and Court of Policy. 

(2) This section shall continue in force so long only as the 
Legislature of the Colony make provision for a Civil List, to the 
satisfaction of Her Majesty, and, in the event of the Legislature of 
the Colony failing to do so, this section shall cease and determine. 
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5. It shall be lawful for the Governor and Court of Policy by 
resolution to alter or vary any of the hereinbefore mentioned fees, 
with respect to all or any of the ports or harbours of the Colony 
‘and with respect to all or any classes of vessels entering or clearing 
from the ports or harbours to which such resolution applies. 

6. The enactments mentioned in the Schedule hereto are hereby 
repealed to the extent specified in the third column of the said 
Schedule.

RUSSIA. 
In a report, by the United States Consul at St. Petersburg, it is 
stated that the Warsaw Vienna Railway Co. 
New Railways. has been authorised to build a line from 
Warsaw, vii Lodz, to Calish and Skalmerjitze, 
as well as a connecting line between the new one and the Vistula 
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Railway lines in Warsaw. The road is to be constructed within 
three years, and will be about 165 miles long. There is every 
indication that the road will be built within three years and 
a considerable amount of material and equipment will be required. 


GERMANY--(EAST AFRICA). 


The report of the Second Secretary to H.M, Embassy in Berlin on 
Seitinnete tn German Colonies, recently issued by the Foreign 
East ps ha Office, states that the railway question in 

German East Africa has reached an acute stage, 
and has been marked by the statement, officially made in the 

Reichstag, to the effect that German speculators have shown 

considerable reluctance to invest their money in German colonial 

railway undertakings. The completion and prolongation of the 

‘Tanga-Muhesa line has been voted by the Reichstag. <A grant of 

5,0001., asked for to enable the survey for a line from Dar-es- 

Salaam to Mrogoro to be completed, was refused, and the construc- 

tion of the so-called East African Central Railway would appear, 

therefore, to be indefinitely postponed. Nearly all the competent 
colonial authorities in Germany are in favour of the immediate 

construction of the line, and point to its urgent need, both as a 

means to open up the interior of the Protectorate, and as a rival to 

the various other Central African Railways which threaten to 
draw away the East African trade. (Foreign Office, Miscellaneous 

Series, 528.) 


FRANCE—(DAHOMEY). 


According to the “ Journal des Transports ” of 30th ult., the Com- 
, .. mittee of Public Works for the Colonies, at its 
Projected Bail. meeting on 11th June, approved the report of 
M. Boutteville, the Inspector-General, recom- 
mending the acceptance of a project for the construction and 
working of the railway in Dahomey from the coast to the river 
Niger. 

This railway is to be constructed at the expense of the colon 
alone, the budget showing an excess of receipts of nearly 800,000 fr. 
(32,000/.). The line has been surveyed from Cotonou up to the 
north of Dahomey proper, with a branch to Ouidah across Alada 
and the province of Abomey. A cursory survey has been made of 
the line as far as Tchaourou, half-way to the Niger. 

The plan most favoured is that of first constructing a carriage 
road which would greatly facilitate means of communication and 
transport, and then Jay the track little by little over this road.

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HONDURAS. 


H.M. Consul at Tegucigalpa, in a recent report to the Foreign 
tas Office, states that the outlook of the condition 
Transport of affairs in Honduras is not on the whole 
: unfavourable. Foreign capital is urgently 
needed, and investors will certainly have an excellent field when 
some advance has been made in developing the means of 
travel and transport. At present, apart from an insignificant 
piece of railway from Puerto Cortes inland, all travelling and 
transport is by mules and ox-carts over roads that defy descrip- 
tion, and no important improvement in any direction—commercial, 
agricultural, or any other—can be expected until the country 
is traversed by railways. When this point is reached the 
products and resources of these rich lands will become known 
in the world. 

The American Syndicate which obtained a concession to 
complete the Inter-Oceanic Railway has had difficulties and 
disputes with the Government, from which it has resulted that, 
with the exception of the building of five miles of railway finished 
a year ago, no progress has been made, and the railway 
already built has, owing to the difficulties with the Government, 
been allowed to fall into a bad state of repair. At the present 
time fresh negotiations are on foot between the Syndicate and the 
Government with the object of arranging for the continuation of 
the work. The result of these negotiations will shortly be known, 
but however favourable the new conditions may appear, the 
residents of Honduras cannot but be sceptical about anything 
connected with the Inter-Oceanic Railway. Everyone is convinced 
that the only hope the country has of occupying the position in 
the world to which its advantages and resources would appear to 
entitle it lies in the construction of this railway ; but the attempts 
have been so unsuccessful, and the disappointments so nunierous, 
that no enthusiasm on the point can be looked for until the work 
is well in progress. Should this work be actively entered upon 
now, as is proposed, there should be immediate improvement in 
commerce, at least on the northern side of the country, and, 
doubtless, some part of the increased activity would shortly be 
imparted to the whole country. 

The Government has for some time bestowed much attention 
on the improvement of waggon roads, and in various places there 
can now be seen pieces of excellently built roads, but in a very 
small way so far, and at a cost of time and money that leaves 
little hope of any material reform in the more distant and wilder 
parts of the country for a long while. (Loreign Office, Annual 
Series, 2,463.)

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BRITISH INDIA. 


The report on the administration of the Baluchistan Agency for 

Coal in 1898-99 states that a survey of the Sor Range 

Baluchistan, °° #8certain the outcrop of the coal seam was 
made during that year. 

The Khost Collieries were worked throughout the year by the 
North Western Railway. An output of 11,179 tons was obtained 
during the year 1898-99, as compared with 9,000 tons in 1897-98, 
11,000 tons in 1896-97, and 20,250 tons in 1895-96. 

The output of the coal mines at Mach was 2,500 tons; more 
than this could have been produced, but the local demand is not 
sufficient to keep the mines constantly working. 

Baluchistan coal is chiefly used in the form of patent fuel. The 
freight on coal charged by the North Western Railway is, however, 
stated to be so high as to practically prohibit the development of 
the industry. Could the coal be profitably transported to 
Karachi, there would probably be a considerable demand for it 
from steamers calling at that port.

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FRANCE-—ALGERIA. 


The United States Consul at Marseilles writes, under date of 27th 
ee April, as follows :—‘‘ M. Henry Neuberger, en- 
aie trusted by the Governor-General with a geo- 
sae logical exploration in Algeria, has just furnished 
information as to the first part of his expedition inthe Department 
of Oran. According to his report the West Algerian petroleum- 
bearing basin offers 14 districts rich in oil, extending north-west to 
south-east for a length, in the southern district, apparently ex- 
ceeding 124 miles. On the other, or Eastern border, petroliferous 
levels reappear in the Department of Constantine. Applications 
for concessions to work these beds have already been made by 10 
or more financial companies.”

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GERMANY (EAST AFRICA). 


A report received at the Foreign Office from H.M. Embassy at 
Sieetnitiens te Berlin states that the Government agave fibre 
East Africa, plantations at Kurazini has been very busy, 
and considerable additions to the machinery 
necessary for the preparation of the fibre have been made. The 
new machines are imported from Mauritius, and give every satis- 
faction. The plantation now has 50 acres of fully planted land, and 
180,000 young plants in the seed-beds. The number of labourers 
employed has been doubled. Up to Ist August, 1899, 182% ewte. 
of fibre were sent out, A plan for a field railway is in course of 
elaboration. 

The experimental plantation at Mohorro has had to contend 
with very adverse circumstances, A soaking wet season was 
followed by an abnormally dry one, which made it impossible to 
do much with the tobacco, and the last season was again so dry 
that it was found out of the question to prepare all the fields set 
apart for the tobacco culture. The experiments with vanilla have 
proved a failure, and it is thought that it would be useless to 
make further attempts to grow it in Mohorro. Vanilla has done 
rather better at Kitopeni and Chambisi, though great losses have 
been incurred through the prolonged rainless season. Opium has 
also, so far, not been successful, but the cultivation of this plant 
has been commenced so recently that it is too soon to give a final 
opinion. The attempt to grow indigo has been more successful, 
and the harvest could be gathered three months and a-half after 
sowing. The preparation of the plant as a colouring substance 
was entrusted to Chinese, and a good rich blue was procured. 
The rest of the land was sown with rice, maize, mtama, sesame, 
and other similar seeds, but the great drought necessitated 
repeated sowings. The coffee plantations have given very satis- 
factory results, and it has also been shown that tea will do well 
on the soil. European fruit trees succeeded fairly well, in spite 
of the protracted drought. It is probable that the attempt to 
grow European cereals will give place to the culture of fodder for 
cattle and horses. (oreign Office, Miscellaneous Series, 528.) 


GERMANY (SOUTH-WEST AFRICA). 


The report on German Colonies, recently received at the Foreign 
Office from H.M. Embassy at Berlin, states that 
numerous irrigation works notably on the 
Voigtland and “ Hoffnung” farms near Wind- 
hoek have been executed, and the Government have now com- 
menced the construction, at a contract cost of 3,0001, of a dam 
at a spot about 35 kiloms. from Windhoek, which is intended to

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shut up a valley basin and regulate the distribution of the rain- 
water, which at present can only reach the plain through a channel 
in the rock, about three-quarters of a metre wide. It is calculated 
that 8,000,000 cubic metres of water will be thereby stored. 

Agriculture properly speaking cannot be said to be very 
flourishing in the Protectorate, but a specialist has been secured 
from the Cape Colony Agricultural Department, and it is hoped 
that by analysing the soil, and advising the farmers, he may bring 
about some improvement in the agricultural conditions of the 
country at an early date. Three new nursery gardens in the 
Keetmannshoop district have been added to those already existing ; 
two are Government property, and the third is private. (Foreign 
Office, Miscellaneous Series, 528.)

UNITED STATES. 


A despatch, dated 21st ult., a oe received at the Foreign Office, 

: from H.M. Consul at Chicago, enclosing a 

report on the Belgian hare industry, hen 

‘ recently become somewhat important in Kansas 

and the neighbouring states, and which contains some points likely 
to be of interest to British traders. 

The report states that the Belgian hare industry is one which 
has taken an enormous hold in the Vice-Consular District of 
Kansas. Whether the demand for these animals is likely to be 
long continued is a question which it is impossible to answer, and 
many are more inclined to the opinion that the present excitement 
in connection with the industry is wholly in the nature of a passing 
fad. 

However this may be, the fact is clear that at the present 
moment very large numbers of hares are being imported, and 
opportunities exist for the finding of a ready market for hares, 
whether of high scoring grades or of a lower class. The market 
may not prove an enduring one, but there is no doubt that it is at 
the moment an excellent one, even if only temporary. 

A Belgian hare association has been formed, having amongst its

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purposes the object of fostering the raising of high grade stock 
with the registration of the animals. The existence of such an 
association may probably have the effect of fostering the industry 
and improving the demand. 

The demand which now exists is of two kinds, many of the 
wealthier breeders desiring the very highest scoring animals that 
can be secured, but on the other hand there is also a large demand 
for bucks and does of a lower grade to supply the wants of small 
raisers who are unable to afford high class animals. . 

Considerable attention is being given to the raising of hares 
from the fanciers’ point of view; throughout this western country 
interest is just awakening in such fanciers’ grades, whether of 
poultry, Belgian hares, or other similar animals, and the present 
seems, therefore, a favourable time for British breeders to gain a 
foothold. 

Again with a view to the mere raising of the hares for market 
it should be noted that some of the packing houses here have 
already killed a large number of hares, despatching them as in 
the case of dressed beef in refrigerator cars. These packers 
themselves hardly yet feel disposed to regard this industry as a 
permanent one in the way in which they regard their killing of 
poultry. The demand at present, however, is substantial enough 
to make the killing of the animals profitable.

BRITISH INDIA. 


The Report on the Administration of the Baluchistan Agency for 
. . 1898-99, issued by the India Office, states that 
the Nushki for the year ending 
reer 31st March, 1899, show that trade through 
Nushki increased in value to the extent of 
Rs. 1,388,152 : 15 : 3— an increase which cannot but be considered 
satisfactory when the unfavourable conditions against which trade 
has contended during the past year are considered. The conditions 
adverse to trade were (a) depreciation in the value of the Kabuli 
rupee and Persian kran ; (b) recrudescence of plague in Karachi ; 
(c) famine extending from Panjgur to Garmsel ; and (d) local dis- 
turbances in Seistan. The actual trade returns are Rs. 7.28,082: 7:3, 
as against Rs. 5,89,929:8:0 for the year 1897-8. The figures 
quoted represent trade not only with Seistan and Persia, but also 
with Shorawak, Registan, and Garmsel—in fact all trade which 
-passes through Nushki. 

A batch of 62 remounts purchased in Meshed by some enter- 
prising Pishin horse-dealers, travelled by the Seistan-Mashki trade 
route to Quetta. The horses arrived in Quetta in excellent 
condition, and the dealers experienced no difficulty in realising 
good prices. Encouraged by the success which has attended their 
first efforts, the same dealers have returned to Meshed this year 
followed by other dealers.

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The trade in live stock is slowly but steadily on the increase. 
The practice which at present obtains is to export camels, chiefly 
female, to Khorassan and Meshed, and to import sheep and goats 
for the Quetta market. 

A large and thriving trading bazaar has been built up at Nushki 
in the vicinity of the Thama. The bazaar has been erected at a 
cost of half a lakh of rupees. It consists of 126 separate shops 
separated by broad streets, and in general arrangements the new 
bazaar will compare favourably with any other in Baluchistan. 

Such trade returns of the current year as have come to hand, 
show that trade continues to expand steadily.

The nett excess of exports over imports for all the colonies for the 
previous five years was: 1898, 9,911,592/.; 1897, 6,610,9961. ; 
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1896, 3,900,878/. ; 1895, 13,229,0921.; 1894, 13,954,3061.; and 
1898, 12,440,579%. It will be seen, therefore, that the excess last 
year was enormous. 

The nett exports of wool for 1899 totalled 535,727,060 lbs., 
valued at 23,480,0871., as compared with 602,478,666 lbs. valued at 
19,703,2551. in 1898. The quantity of butter exported was 
62,560,401 lbs., valued at 2,456,6181., which was largely in excess 
of 1898, when 40,764,531 lbs., valued at 1,611,5271., was sent 
away. Wheat was exported to the extent of 21,235,298 bushels or 
its equivalent, but some 6,646,751 bushels were imported. It is 
probable, however, these returns include transfers between the 
various colonies. As regards frozen meat, the exports were: 
mutton, 2,448,425 centals, valued at 2,317,583/.; beef, 978,200 
centals, valued at 1,066,9481., these totals being nett. The returns 
for 1898 were: mutton, 2,141,624 centals, valued at 1,881,6351., 
and beef 756,586 centals, valued at 820,150/. 


RUSSIA. 


The British Commercial Agent in Russia states’ that, according 
the “ Industrial World” of St. Petersburg, 
to E ona. a company, under the name of “ Siberian 
ng Export,” is being formed for the export, chiefly 
from the Yenisei Government, of timber, grain, wool, bristles and 
various raw materials. The initiators of the business will shortly 
sign an agreement with the Ministry of Agriculture and State 
Domains for the felling of a million trees in the said Government, 
with the right to another million by agreement later. The 
Company has already entered into relations with English firms for 
the sale of the wood and for its conveyance vid the Kara Sea. 
The organisation of an expedition through the Arctic ocean is no 
easy matter, but the company has, it is said, so interested English 
business men in the establishment of regular export from Siberia to 
England, that the latter have decided, at their own expense, to 
start a special steamship company for the purpose. 


The “Sibinski Listok,” according to the British Commercial 
Agent in Russia, states that butter-making is 
Butter in Siberia. developing rapidly in the Barnaoul region 
(Siberia). Some 400 separators are at work, 
and up to 150,000 poods (2,420 tons) are expected for export 
abroad this season. In view of this increasing export, a large ice- 
house for the preservation of butter has been built at Novo- 
Nikolaievsk (the nearest station on the main Siberian railway). 
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FRANCE (OCEANIA). 
The “Depéche Coloniale” of the 24th ult. gives some figures 
 TYelating to the trade of Tahiti and its 
—on dependencies in 1899, from which it appears 
, that the imports into that colony for the above 
year were valued at 116,000/., and the exports at 141,000/. The 
principal customer of this French possession is the United States, 
after which come the United Kingdom and New Zealand. The 
imports consist chiefly of articles of food, piece goods, and metal 
manufactures. Piece goods to the value of 19,748/. were imported 
in 1899, of which only 2,188/. worth came from France. The 
principal articles of export are coprah, vanilla, and mother-of- 
pearl.

According to the report of H.M. Consul at Porto Rico, in the year

Trade at saili—of an aggregate tonnage of 01, ons, 
einen arrived at the port of San Juan. 

‘ In the year 1898, 52 British ships—28 steam 
and 24 sail—of an aggregate tonnage of 57,334 tons, visited the 
harbour of San Juan, showing a falling-off of 11 ships—10 
steamers and 1 sailing vessel—and of 4,040 tons. 

A still further reduction in British shipping is to be reported 
in the year 1899, the returns showing only 42 British arrivals— 
21 each of steam and sailing vessels—with a total register tonnage 
of 31,159 tons, showing a loss on the previous year of 7 steamers 
and 3 sailing vessels. 

It is only just to mention that a large part of this British 
shipping is made up every year of the monthly visits of the Royal 
Mail boats from Barbadoes via St. Thomas. The year 1900 will 
not have the advantage of counting this, as the service beyond St. 
Thomas was discontinued last November and will not be resumed. 

Again, by reason of the newly imposed regulation, that all traffic 
between Porto Rico end the United States must be carried on only 
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by American vessels, British lumber and fish schooners from North 
American ports will suffer considerably in the loss of their return 
cargoes, a large proportion of which went to the States. The new 
rule may very possibly divert the trade in fish and lumber entirely 
away from British sources. 

To give an idea of the loss to British shipping by the enforce- 
ment of the above-mentioned regulation, it will be sufficient to 
quote the totals arrived at in a statement of cargoes shipped in 
British vessels from Porto Rico to the United States for the 
year ending June 30, 1898—supplied to the International Con- 
ference at Quebec. 

It there appears that, in the 12 months indicated, 29,333 tons 
of cargo were carried in British bottoms to the United States. 

The general condition of Porto Rico at the close of 1899 was 
by no means good. 

The effects of the war on the commerce of the island have 
been paralysing, and on August 8 a terrible hurricane wrecked the 
plantations, destroyed the food supplies and resources of the lower 
classes, and left the large majority of the agricultural population 
bereft of the means of earning their living. The bananas and 
plantains upon which they were dependent for food were 
completely swept away and with no other alimentary crop in sight, 
many thousands would have starved outright had not the United 
States Government come to the rescue and organised a large and 
very complete system of relief which will remain in action until 
the food crops are once more available or the labourers by some 
other means regain a position to earn their living. 

According to the official return of the Military Government, the 
hurricane caused the deaths of 2,184 human beings and injured 
2,764, and caused special damages in value estimated at 4,312,425/. 
(Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,465.) 


PERU. 
The Foreign Office have received a despatch from H.M. Legation at 
Lima, dated 2nd ult., reporting that the Peru-
